WATCH THIS JOB. 


Senator Colon of Illinois has intro- 
duced a postal telegraph bill which plainly 
means the purchase of the telegraph plant 
belonging te GOULD and FIELD at many 
This bill provides for the 
appointment of five Commissioners, who 
are authorized and instructed to purchase 
for the United States any existing tele- 
graph lines that are paying operating 
expenses, and to pay for the same sums 
computed on a basis of $1,000 for every $60 
of each line’s net earnings for the year. 
Let us see how this would work in the case 
of the Western Union: 

The plant on which that monopoly re- 
ports gross earnings of $20,000,000, and net 
earnings of $7,000,000 a year, can be dupli- 
cated for $20,000,000. The Government has 
power to take this plant for public use at 
any price which an intelligent jury would 
put upon it, after hearing the testimony‘ 
of experts in regard to the cost of dupli- 
cating, and experts say that Mr. ROBERT 
GARRETT and other responsible men would 
jump at a contract for duplicating the 
Western Union plant at $20,000,000. 

If the Government should refuse to buy 
the Western Union’s plant the latter 
would be worth less than $10,000,000, be- 
cause Government competition would pre- 
vent it from earning enough to pay ex- 
penses and dividends besides. Why, then, 
should the Government pay more for this 
plant than the actual cost of duplicating 
To do so would bea gross 
injustice to the tax-payers of the country; 
it would be compelling them to pay more 
than the property is worth on any fair 
basis of valuation. 

But on the basis of valuation prescribed 
by the Cullom bill, the Western Union’s 
net earnings of $7,000,000 a year would en- 
title its owners to $140,000,000 for their 
plant, which is just seven times the cost of 
duplicating the same. And that is not all. 
The same lawless management, the same 
system of illicit extortion which enables 
the monopolists to gouge $20,000,000 out of 
the public every year for the use of a plant 
not worth more than $20,000,000, would 
enable them, by more extortion at one 
end and more pinching at the other, to 
swell the net earnings to $10,000,000 for the 
current year, and that would compel the 
Commissioners to purchase the property 
at $200,000,000, or ten times its real value, 

Jar GOULD and Cos FIELD could af- 
ford to pay a great many millions of dol- 
lars for the passage of the Cullom bill. 
Any bill which authorizes the purchase of 
any telegraph plant at a price higher than 
the cost of duplicating it with new and 
improved materials is a fraud upon the 
public, a private job of the dirtiest kind. 
The aceidental or incidental monopoly 
power exercised by any corporation is not 
lawful property which the Government is 
under any obligation to value and pay for 
as property—certainly not to pay $100 , 000, - 
000 or so for it. Shall the Government pay 
GOULD and FIELD such a sum, or any sum 
whatever, for the privilege of erecting 
and using its own telegraph wires?

TARIFF REVISION. 

Mr. RANDALL is reluctant to make a 
practical beginning with the revision of 
the tariff. He admits the justice and ul- 
timate necessity of such a revision, but is 
afraid that an agitation of the subject at 
present would injuriously disturb business. 
A certain amount of disturbance will be 
produced whenever the matter is taken 
up in earnest by Congress, and the pres- 
ent is as good time as any. There will be 
a two-fold purpose in the contemplated 
revision—to reduce the tariff as a whole 
and to readjust and equalize duties ac- 
cording to a more equitable schedule. 
Such a revision would lessen the duty on 
articles of consumption, thus 
reducing the burden imposed on laboring 
people; while it would, if necessary, raise 
the duty on various unnecessary luxuries, 
the increased burden being borne by those 
who are able to bear it. This would not 
be free trade nor anything like it; it 
would bea just and wholesome reform 
which the people, through their represen- 
tatives, will insist upon introducing. 


AGAINST GAMBLING, 

Senator PLUMB has introduced a bill 
into the Senate which is designed to break 
up the growing and demoralizing practice 
of gambling in the army. During recent 
years there have been several court- 
martial cages in the army which grew out 
of poker-playing. The isolation and soli- 
tude of a soldier’s life on the frontier are 
such that he may take to gambling for 
want of other diversion; and for this reason 
its danger and fascination are so much 
the greater. The proposed. bill would 
impose severe penalties: upon officers or 
soldiers convicted of gambling—dismissal 
lighter sentence within 
the discretion of the Court, The bil 
makes this distinction as to officers: Those 


from the service or 


with troops shall be amenable only when, 
in the act of gambling, they win money 
from a junior or inferior officer. The bill 
was introduced at the suggestion of prom- 
ment army officers, and will doubtless be 
recommended by the proper Senate com- 
mittee. 8
